The nation now needs a call to remedy past 
error, exhortation, not violent criticisr. We can 
see the difficulties and dangers. 

The great and new America which is being 
formed in peril and sacrifice will need a national 
army to preserve its greatness. Wisdom will not 
be blinded by hopes of lasting peace, but will 
proceed now, at the great opportunity, to insure 
the stability and security of the United States.

R. STROUSE and Miss Perry 
properly call attention to the lim- 
itations of diet in the treatment 
of disease, stating that it is at 

best only jan aid to a .ure. Furthermore, 
they emphasize the need of individualism 
in diet. “ What is one man’s food is 
another man’s poison” goes, not only as 
to violent exhibitions but also as to 
minor effects. ; 

Having made these points clear, the 
field is ready for their next statement: 
When it comes to dieting the patient 
must understand what ditt he is taking, 
why he is taking it, how he is to go 
about it, and he must. be persistent and 
conscientious. Any dieting that is whim- 
sical, uneven, irregular, or careless is 
certain to be disappointing. 

Having quoted these fundamental! po- 
sitions of the authors, we can quote 
some diets with advantage.

As a merchant I have fried every whole- 
sale house in Chicago to buy yarns. We 
have many women and girls in and 
about this city who have been knitting 
for months, making such thing? as the 
Red Cross has asked them to make for 
the boys In the army, but we are up 
against the prablem of getting yarn. 

I could not find a firm with any yarn 
to offer in Chicago last Thursday, and 
if Marie Davis will kindly let us know 
where we can get yarns to work with 
we will set dozens of women and girls 
to knitting who have been obliged to 
quit on account of the shortage. “Will 
THe Trisune kindly use its efforts in 
seeing to it that some yarns are put 
on the market so these women and girls 
will have an opportunity to do the knit- 
ting they are anxious to do? . 

I find that some of the best houses in 
Chicago will not accept an order for 
yarns for at once or future delivery, 
stating that they cannot get them, the 
manufacturer being swamped with or- 
ders and unable to take on any more 
business. If this is true there ought to 
be some efforts made to get yarns from 
somewhere, as the boys we are sending 
out to do our fighting should and must 
be taken care of.

| Dairymen and Distributors Tell 
‘Why They Must Raise Rates. 


Dairymen and milk distributors of 
Chicago and vicinity resenf insinuations 
that they are war profiteers and that 
they have boosted the price of milk be- 
cause they have the power to do it. 

From the farmers’ side comes com- 
plaint that labor is scarce and what 
farm hands are available want unheard 
of wages; that feed is high and going 
higher; that land values have increased 
and tax rates are soaring. 

The distributing companies refer to 
the increased wage demands of wagon 
drivers, the dearth of other help, the 
cost of bottling and pasteurizing opera- 
tions, and the increasing prices of con- 
tainers. 

~o- 

Arthur C. Page, editor of the Orange 
Judd Farmer, last night pointed out 
that the farmers are asking not 
fair when they want a substan 
crease in their milk prices. | 

“ You should say to your readers that 
they may have milk or not as they 
choose,” he said. “ All of the sob stories 
about the suffering babies don’t go far 
with the milk producers and no basis 
of soft sentiment is a just basis to work 
on. The cost of producing milk this 
year is such that producers must have 
at Iéast the figures specified or they will 
be forded out of business.” 

To back up his defense of the farmers 
the editor submited grain and feed prices 
which indicate that the @airyman is hav- 
ing his troubles to make both ends meet 
and eke out a small profit.

leaving State’s Attorney Hoyne’s office iE 
Cc. H. Potter, chairman of the milk | 


board of the Milk Producers’ associa- 
tion, made it clear that all dealers are 
forced to pay the exact price fixed by 
the organizationy 
“I found that the John F. Jehike com- 
y was paying 10 certs more 
k than the price we had fixed,#*said 
Mr. Potter. ‘“‘I got right after Mr. 
Jehike and took him to task. I told him 
he must pay the price decided by the 
organization. We also found that the 
Borden company has been offering to 
haul milk from the dairies. That is 
equivalent to paying a premium and I 
told them they would have to stop it.’’ 


Meeting Was Secret. 

When the milk producers met in the 
First Methodist church for the purpose 
of fixing the price to be paid by dealers 
all outsiders were ordered to leave the 
room. , 

Each of the dairying districts of Illi- 
nois, Indiana, and Wisconsin that sells 
milk in Chicago was represented by a 
delegate chosen by his home organiza- 
tion or local, 280 districts being repre- 
sented. It was explained to them by Mr. 
Potter, F. H. Reese, treasurer, and by 
others that the federal food administra- 
tion had made a request that the price 
be fixed frém month to month, and not 
for six months, as had been customary. 


Aurora Asks $3. 

It was then decided that each dele- 
gate should vote his price and that the 
average of all figures submitted should 
be taken as the price for October.  Iili- 
nois was called first and there was ap- 
plause when Aurora voted $3. Sev- 
eral other dairy centers were willing 
to sell milk at $3. -Antioch demanded 
$4.25, the highest figure that was called. 

While waiting for the announcement 
of the average, which later was fixed 
at $3.42, the delegates discusséd the per- 
centage of butter fat that should be 
the basis under the new price.: A basis 
of 3.5 per cent was decided upon. 


Board Gets Price Power. 

Cc. H. Potter then took the floor. 
‘“‘There is one thing thatiI would like 
you to decide,”” he said, “that I would 
not mention if any newspaper man were 


present. There is likély to be a big 


kick over this. What if the dealers will 
not buy at our figure, will you then per- 
mit the milk board to arbitrate with the 
dealers and arrange a price?’ 

A resolution giving the board this 
authority was then offered and declared 
passed, though there were charges of 
railroading.

New Rate with "hi Can- 


"dle Power to Go 
Into Effect. 


Warning was served last night by Don- 
old R. Richberg, attorney for the city fn 


ges litigation matters, that after Oct. 1 


flat flame gas burners will give only 


three-fifths as much light as before the 
new gas rate ordinance became effective. 

Mr. Richberg called attention to the 
fact that all persons who depend on fiat 
flame burners exclusively for their light 
were entitled, free of charge, to two 
junibr gas mantles. These are supplied 

by the People’s Gas Light and Coke 
company and are a part of the ordinance 
provisione. 

The candle power of the gas heretofore 
supplied has been twenty-two. On Oct. 1 
this will be reduced to twelve candle 
power. 


Mantles Double Light. 

“Gas manties furnish twice the light 
at half the cost of the open flame burn- 
ers,” said Mr. Richberg, in a letter to 
Ald. T. J. Lynch, chairman of the city 
council committee on gas, oil and elec- 
tric light. ; 

“The gas company is to give, free of 
cost, two mantles to all consumers who 
have nothing but open flame burners, 
but thousands of persons, who are en- 
titled to the free mantles, have not yet 
taken them. 

“Many people would doubtless refuse 
silver half dollars if offered to them free. 

“Mantle lights mean cheaper and bet- 
ter light. A mantle given good care will 
last long enough to save much more than 
its cost in the saving of gas. The cost 
of mantle renewals has been cut in half 
by the new ordinance. Junior mantle re- 
newals used to'cost,.twenty cents. The 
charge now is ten cents. 


Ps, Flat Burners Wasteful. 


“Burning gas without mantles is just 
as wastefy] and extravagant as it would 
be to burn candies. Flat flame burners 
are old fashioned and extravagant. 
¢* The cost of making gas has incréased 
so enormeusly that it was a case of in- 
crease the rates or cut doWn the candle 


_) power. The new ordinance does not make 
. gas cheaper for the consumer, but av- 


erage rate for the same heating value 
is about the same as last year. The 
high cost of living has raised the cost 


of gas as it has raised the price of every-. 
» thing else. The city council prevented an 


increase in gas rates by permitting a 


» Change in standards.” 


Mr. Richberg pointed out that there 
_ will be many complaints after Oct. 1 from 
consumers. He said these would be 
eliminated if the consumers would use 
mantles,

N her article of the 17th instant, La 
Marquise de Fontenoy made passing 
allusion to King George V.’s recent 
change of the family-name of his 
line, saying that the change was from 
Guelph-d’Este to Windsor. Readers seek 
to make the point that, as Guelph-d’ Este 
was the late Queen Victoria’s surname 
previously to her marriage, her grandson, 
the present king, would logically bear the 
family-name of his grandfather, and 
not of his grandmother.
